Under this caption I propose to deal 
with all of the mechanical and some of the 
unmechanical processes in the manufacture 
of paper. Considering duly all of the appli- 
ances necessary I shall not presume to dic- 
tate to older heads, but shall merely give 
what my short experience has demonstrated 
to be superior methods and appiiances. 

The great amount of bulky raw material 
to be received, stored, handled and rehandled, 
all at the least possible cost, from its recep- 
tion until its delivery as finished paper, will 
require some thought as to its satisfactory dis- 
position. 

Not wholly irrelevantly I will remark that 
the manufacture of paper requires the pres- 
ence of about as many ‘‘ bosses’ as in an iron 
producing plant. Each man has his urgent 
needs and demands, which if not promptly 
attended to ‘* will shut the mill down.” 

To keep the thing in operation I will begin 
on the yard and yard-b-—no, “ receiving 
clerk” sounds much more aristocratic. In 
this department alone much can be done to 
facilitate operations. Railroad tracks about 
the yard are a necessity, and these should be 
well planked in between and at the sides of 
the rails to permit of loaded trucks to pass over 
them. Our yardman requires a supply of 
skids, trucks, hooks, pickaxes and shovels, 
with a suitable place to keep the latter. Pos- 
sibly such things as wheelbarrows, crowbars 
and coal shutes may be used in certain cases. 

Figure 1 illustrates one form of skid or 
truck plank from car to platform. Fig. 2 
shows a narrow skid, which, by having sev- 
eral of different widths, admits of adaptation 
to the different cars. 

The ordinary two-wheeled rag truck is the 
favorite for general use, and is in itself very 
good for the purpose. These trucks should 
be made of seasoned hickory, heavily ironed 
and strong in every respect. A careless or 
ignorant yard hand, with a rag truck and as- 
cending elevator, can cause more havoc in five 
seconds than two men can straighten out in an 
hour. Blessed be the man who will invent an 
oil tempered, non-breakable spring steel rag 
truck. 

Some of the aforementioned tools are very 
convenient around the house, and unless care- 
fully looked after are apt to fall over the 
fence during the night, and—well, goats are 
fond of such stuff. 

The yardman should have a strong cup- 
board or closet wherein he may lock such 
things up while not in use. 

Crowbars are very convenient tools to 
handle machinery with ; they cost 6 cents per 
pound. Keep plenty on hand. 

Where there is good yard room: and much 
heavy stuff to handle a shear pole or a jib 
crane is a profitable possession. Fig. 3 illus- 
trates the cheapest and handiest rig ever con- 
trived for a paper mill yard. The whole rig is 
worth about $2.50. Three men with it can 
handle more work than ten can without it. 

The yardman is of necessity more intelli- 
gent than some of the help. His work entails 
the use of his perceptive faculties and reason, 
He should havea suitable place wherein to 
attend to the clerical portion of his duties. 
Light and heat are not only conveniences but 
necessities. 

Storage room for the stock should be abun- 
dant. In some buildings a system of over- 
head trolleys is exceedingly advantageous. 
Buildings for this purpose should be con- 
structed with especial view to sustaining the 
weight of so much material. The walls and 
posts should be placed to resist the bulging 
action. 

Too much cheap contract work is done 
about the country, and paper mills are no ex- 
ception. Fig. 4 illustrates my method of 
stiffening up the posting of a stock house. A 
is an iron rod, rt inch in diameter, 28 inches 
long, put in through the floor above. B is a 
clamp of 4x2 inches iron to prevent the post 
from splitting. Of course the proper way is 
to place a cast iron socket cap when a wooden

in fact, most all paper 


mill doors are better made to slide than with | 


hinge joints. Where there is such constant 
trucking about from place to place the door 
jambs become more or less mutilated, and it 


| is a very good plan to place false jambs, 


which may be readily and cheaply removed. 
This false jamb may be a piece of plank 
strongly lag-screwed to the jamb. 

The stock house, like every portion of the 
mill, should be kept perfectly clean. 
no broken bales, barrels or bags to scatter 
their contents about the floors. Pulp, too, is 
an article that’ will bear keeping well stowed 
away. Dirt of this ‘nature indicates waste, 
and waste is expensive 
luxury in a business where 
margins are so small. 

Let us follow a bale of rags 
up to the rag room. Here we 
find moré women than ma- 
chinery ; but as the former are 
rather harder to deal with we 
shall confine ourselves to the 


an 


latter. A few suggestions con- 
cerning this department. The 
rag room is supposed to ‘‘ run” 


only a portion of the time: 
hence some device is necessary 
whereby it may be started and 
stopped independently of the 
mill proper. A good friction 
clutch at once and forever is 
the best device ; but anything 
is better than throwing the belt 
off and calling all hands and 
half of the repair force to get it 
on again, fffatty shutting down 
in order to successfully accom- 
plish the feat. Fans, suction 
and blast are a¢céssories to this 
department; they should be 
judiciously selected, correctly 
placed and piped, and from 
their nature require careful at- 
tention. From their high speed 
they . communicate a_ steady 
shake and tremor to every part 
of the building Where they are 
located ; hence they should be 
well braced in both directions. 
Leather belts, most used in rag 
room service, should be kept 
free from dust and pliable by 
the use of proper preparations 
for that purpose. 

A rag cutter, like the fan, is a 
“shaky beast,” and needs 
thorough bracing. An old rubber car spring 
cut up and placed under a cutter prevents 
much of the jarring. The varied forms of 
dusters, whippers and threshers only require 
intelligent looking after. Careful lubrication, 
cleanliness and an occasional few minutes 
with a monkey wrench are about all. 

The periodical renewal of wires is only 
natural, and unless ‘‘ Mike” dumps a bale of 
wet and frozen rags in the Star duster the rag 
room is about as well behaved as any depart- 
ment. Look out for cartridges, gunpowder, 
matches and other harmless (?) ingredients. 
Careful sorting will prevent danger from this 


source.

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Testing Paper in Germany. 





(Concluded.) 


The tests previously mentioned are 
those which enable us to divide papers into 
classes according to the quality of the mate- 
rials of which they are composed. I now 
pass to tests by which we can distinguish be- 
tween samples of paper which, so far as ma- 
terial is concerned, fall into the same class. 
German paper testers distinguish here three 
qualities of paper, /estigkeit, substance or 
firmness ; zéAhigkeit, toughness, and diegsam- 
eit, flexibility. By substance is understood 
the resistance offered by paper to a-breaking 
strain ; by toughness, its elasticity under the 
same strain, and by flexibility, its resistance 
to creasing or crumpling. 

The force required to break any given 
specimen of paper can be ascertained directly 
by hanging weights on to a slip of it; but 
this course, apart from its want of accuracy,

| does not aie us a common standard to which 
| to reduce individual experiments. German 
| testers have therefore adopted a more elab- 
| orate mode of testing. They start by defining 
| the ‘‘breaking length” of a paper as the 

number of units of length required in order 

that a paper may break by its own weight. 
| The unit in Germany is naturally the metre. 

By means of an apparatus,to be described 
| later on, a strip of paper of ascertained length 
| and weight is them subjected to strain until it 
breaks. The ‘* breaking length ” of the sam- 
ple is then found by the equation

The expression , which is constant for all 
| samples of the same paper, is termed the 
| feinheitsnummer, or coefficient of fineness, The 
| breaking length naturally varies according as 
the paper is tested in the direction of the 
fibres or crosswise. Experiments are there- 
fore made with strips cut in both directions, 
and the mean of the two results is taken as the 
| mean breaking length. 

The same apparatus which tests for break- 
ing length tests also for elasticity. In this 
case also the tests are made in both direc- 
| tions of the paper, and the mean result is ex- 

pressed in percentage of the length. If, for 
example, a strip 180 millimetres in length 
shows an elasticity under strain of 5.4 and 
3.6 millimetres respectively, then the mean of 
these numbers, 4.5, is taken as the modulus. 
In this case the elasticity is 2.5 per cent. 
Flexibility may be roughly tested by rub- 

bing a sample of paper between the hands. It 
is more scientifically tested by comparing the 
results of strain on a creased or folded strip 
with a strip of the same sample unfolded. 
In order to insure uniformity of pressure in 
making the fold, a thing which is unattain- 
able if the fingers or a folding stick are used, 
Otto Winckler has invented a little machine 
which presses samples between two smooth 
steel plates under a uniform weight of 200 
pounds. 

It now remaing to give an outline of the 
principle on which the machine for testing 
breaking length is COnstructed. Its main 
parts are two holders for the strip to be tested, 








Sh 


a spring which furnishes the required force 
and a registering instrument. The holders 
are arranged horizontally. One of them is 
fixed, the other moves to and fro on the base of 
the machine and is connected with the spring. 
The spring in turn is connected with a wheel, 
by turning which the spring can be expanded 
to the required degree of tension. The regis- 
trar again is connected with both spring and 
movable holder. When the machine is in 
action the registrar receives from the spring 
a vertical downward motion corresponding 
to the degree of expansion, and from the 
holder a horizontal motion according to the 
degree of elasticity of the paper. The re- 
sultant of these two motions is registered as 
a curved line on a sheet of paper attached to 
the side of the machine. The 
slip of paper to be tested is first 
fixed in the holders so that it is 
firmly held without being either 
taut or slack. The turning of 
the wheel expands the spring, 
which pulls on the movable 
holder with increasing force 
until the paper snaps, when 
the machine automatically 
ceases to register. The curved 
line on the registering sheet is 
then resolved in its vertical and 
horizontal equivalents, which 
are translated into figures by 
means of a scale. There are 
numerous minor details con- 
nected with the machine which, 
however, could not be made 
clear without a number of dia- 
grams. 
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Sulphite Fibre.

In calculating the sulphur- 
ous acid 0.500 per cent. was 
found in the boiling solution, 
which, according to the diluting 
proportion of 1000 : 1242.9 in the 
sulphite solution gives for the 
latter 0.621.45 per cent. As pre- 
viously ascertained 0.536.8 per 
cent. SO, was precipitated as 
monosolphite of calcium, The 
two ascertained quantities added 
together give 1.158.25 per cent. 
SO, from the amount 3.160 per 
cent. of SO, originally present. 
From this remaindeg of 2.001.75 
per cent. an analysis of the 
boiling shows in the form of 
either sulphuric acid a quantity equivalent to 
0.914.77 SO, which added to the above 1.158.25 
gives 2.073.02 per cent. The remaining 
1.086.98 SOs, as it is not found in the solution 
or the cellulose, bas been driven out, or, in 
other words, of the 3.160 per cent. SO, which 
at first entered the boiler in the sulphite solu- 
tion there were :

I have given this apparently complicated 
analysis in full because the method seems to 
serve as a groundwork for attempts to recover 
the SO,, and because it can be easily under- 
stood and controlled. If now we deduct the 
results from the foregoing we find that the only 
unavoidable loss of SO, is that put down 
under A for the chemically changed—viz., 2 
per cent. 

That under B, as the insoluble monosul- 
Phite of calcium, is a loss which can never be 
entirely avoided, but can be considerably 
lessened if the sulphite solutions are properly 


made up according to the principles which I ! 


have before exposed. Buteven if the 46 per 
cent, of SO, under heads A and B be consid- 
ered as lost, there still remains 54 per cent, in 
the passing boiling solutions and gases, the 
recovery of which can be effected within prac- 
tical limits, and which should be attempted. 
No further insistance of the technical and 
financial importance of such a large quantity |

tained a ‘fre basis, I have devoted my 
attention to practically carrying out the 
principle, and I believe that I shall be 


able shortly to satisfactorily solve the matter 
on a large scale at Aschaffenburg. I am of 
course aware that Professor Mitscherlich has 
already recovered the escaping SO, in his 
towers, but aside from the fact of the process 
being patented, the condensation in the towers 
is always imperfect, because in blowing off 
the escaping steam issues with such veloci- 
ty that even the highest towers filled with the 
most suitable limestone cannot absorb the 
SO., which is so finely divided among them 
between air and steam vapor. If it were 
otherwise a much larger quantity of solution 
would be recovered from the gases than is 
now the case. It is evident, of course, that 
none of the SO, in the boiling solutions can be 
recovered by the use of towers. 

Attempts have beea made by prolonged let- 
ting off or boiling to lessen the quantity of 
SO, in the escaping boiling solutions, but while 
this only succeeds in a certain measure it is 
evident that by too much removal of the free 
SO, large quantities of monosulphite of cal- 
cium must become insoluble and be deposited 
on the cellulose. I do not use the towers in 
preparing sulphite solutions or in the process 
for recovery. 

The escape of gaseous and soluble sul- 
phurous acid, which it is intended to put an 
end to, is always made a primary source of 
complaint against sulphite cellulose manu- 
factories, but there are other matters in the 
boiling solutions which may give rise to objec- 
tion. Such are especially a number of matters 
which I have found are dissolved only when 
free acids and bisulphites : 


vided products of tannic acid and resins, 


among them aldehyde and ketone, which 
are precipitated as adhesive bodies as soon 
as SO, is removed by boiling or oxi- 
dation. The same process can be observed 
when unclean sclutions are mixed with run- 
ning water containing air. These deposits, 
though by no means so injurious to organic 
life as sulphurous acid, cause cells, &c., to 
adhere together and destroy the usefulness of 
water for technical purposes. The percentage 
of these injurious components in the solution 
is, however, small, and they can be removed 
without much cost or difficulty, as I have 
found. 

After the removal of these matters and the 
sulpburous acid from the boiling solution, this 
latter still contains, together with some soluble 
ether sulphate of lime, considerable quantities 
of carbon hydrates, such as sugar, amyloid, 
&c., which come from the opening up of the 
regular incrustating substances, and also a 
good deal of the ash components of the wood, 
potash, phosphoric acid, &c. All of these 
matters are not only perfectly innocuous, but, 
rightly used, would be of great value for agri- 
cultural purposes.—Dr, Papier

There is no important change to record 
in the paper trade this week and news is, on 
the whole, rather scarce. Must of the mills 
are holding their annual meetings just now 
and the few changes in the boards of direc- 
tors are made to fill vacancies caused by 
death. Business seems to be holding its own 
very nicely and prices are unaltered. There 
is a disposition to advance the price of news 
somewhat, but the movement is not general 
yet. Most of the mills are busy on orders 
already booked, and the feeling is quite hope- 
ful for future business. There is a good de- 
mand for standard papers of all kinds and the 
movement is full as good as was expected a 
few months back. The stock market inclines 
toward quietness, although some dealers say 
that their business is quite satisfactory for 
this season of the year. There is a livelier 
demand for domestic rags than existed a few 
weeks ago, and holdings are by no means 
large. The chemical market does not show 
much change, the mills being fairly well sup- 
plied. Coal is high and scarce, with no signs 
of immediate change for the better, as the 
supply comes in very slowly. | 

The Hoosac Tunnel and Wilmington Rail- 
road Company was organized in this city the 
the latter part of last week with a capital stock 
of $50,000, and these officers were elected : 
President, D. H. Newton; vice-president, 
James Ramage; treasurer, J. C. Newton; | 
superintendent and auditor, Moses Newton; | 
clerk, E. P. Cox; directors, J. C. Newton, 
Moses Newton, D. H. Newton, James Ram- 
age and George W. Millar, of New York.

The paper stock trade is not insso cheerful 
a condition; although importers seemed to be 
possessed with a large amount of hope. There 
is a firm feeling among importers, who claim 
that higher prices are very probable, owing to 
the strong position of foreign markets and 
higher freights. It is claimed that contracts 
for rags have been offered at figures made a 
month ago, and that the same were emphati- 
cally declined. The reason of this firmness 
in foreign markets is reported to be the good 
home demand for rags, this being particularly 
noticeable in England owing to the higher 
prices of esparto, and in consequence the 
supplies offered for export are limited. The 
views held by foreign packers are not in-

Fox River Notes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR COKRESPONDENT. } 


Arpceton, Wis., January 17, 1888. 

In opening a correspondence from a 
section of the country which must be unfamil- 
iar to many readers of THE Paper TRADE 
JOURNAL, it may not be illtimed to give some 
account of such features of the region as are 
of practical interest to almost everyone and 
to manufacturers especially. 

The valley of the Lower Fox River,winding 
through a distance of about forty miles, has 
been made the Jocation of manufacturing en- 
terprises of great value and employing large 
numbers of hands, principally on account of 
the many especially commendable features of 
its water power resources, whose character 
will be discussed furtheron. The historical 
events pertaining to the Fox River Valley em- 
brace a broad range and extend back into the 
past to periods when it was a part of the 
French dominions and subsequently of the 
English, before it became a part of the terri- 
tory of the United States. Its early pioneer 
history is full of interest. In 1673 Pére Mar- 
quette passed down the waters of the Fox in 
search of a passage westward to the ocean, 
but it was not until just after the first quarter 
of the present century that settlement by other 
than Indians was commenced. 

The Fox River takes its rise in Lake Win- 
nebago and empties into Green Bay, an arm 
of Lake Michigan. While many other water 
power streams are crippled intime of drought 
and uncurbed in time of freshet, the Fox River

It avoids ‘‘ making broken” in the stack, as the doctors prevent the paper from clinging to the rolls, and as the action of the doctors upon 
the individual rolls removes any and all calender spots from their surfaces, the latter are kept in perfect condition, thereby preventing 
defacement or injury to the paper, which would otherwise be the case ; also by keeping the rolls clean, removing all dust and grit, the 
necessity for frequent grinding of the latter is avoided. 

The blower or fan which supplies the air should be located in some place whence cold moist air can be obtained, and as this cold air is supplied 
through the doctors to the surface of the rolls, the latter are prevented from heating, and a better and more uniform surface is given 


to the paper. 


In operation, the paper is introduced at the top roll and is conducted automatically between the other rolls, emerging from the bottom, and 
can be conducted immediately, without loss, to the reel.

But this ought not to 
be a thing inviting or requiring the in- 
tervention of law. The fact that the 


employment of females at night in mills 
cofitravenes not only social regulations, 
but is opposed by moral sense, ought to 


be apparent to every paper maker who 
| claims to believe in the subordination of 
every individual to the obligations which 
society and religious teachings show to 
be proper and necessary. If it is impos- 
sible to impress by argument or sugges- 
tion this view of their duties upon manu- 
facturers, it is not only right, but emi- 
nently necessary, that prohibition by law 
of “female night labor” in our mills 
should be sought and secured. Petitions 
to that end should be prepared and ad- 
dressed to the Legislatures of the several 
States in which this system of night work 
may be carried on. 








No measure having in view the reduc- 
tion of the Treasury surplus is to stand a 
chance in the House Committee on Ways 
and Means unless it is framed to make 
important changes in the tariff and bring 
our import duties nearer to the free trade 
level. This is apparent from the action 
of that committee in refusing to give 
| consideration to the bill providing for 
the reduction of internal revenue taxa- 
tion, It is noted that in the preparation 
of the proposed new tariff measure the 
Ways and Means Committee seems to be 
taking counsel and guidance from pro- 
nounced free traders and admirers of Brit- 
ish policy, giving no attention tothe repre- 
sentatives of American industrial inter- 
| ests and not seeking advice from home 
manufacturers. It is also stated that the 
chairman of the committee is advising 
with the agent of an English manufac- 
turing firm, and the charge is made that 
this individual is more influential in 
shaping the tariff bill than the head of 
the committee himself. These are very 
serious allegations, and, if true, show 
how entirely unfit a committee thus in- 
fluenced is to take charge of any kind of 
legislation, much less that which relates to 
and affects so many and diversified 
interests, important in their relation 
to the general prosperity of the country. 
In all of the utterances of the newspa- 
| pers which avow their preference for free 
| trade, or the reduction in duties which 
approximates thereto and is intended to 
finally reach that climax, there is per- 
sistent disregard of the equities of a 
tariff. If, by some new phase in manu- 
| facture or by by some mistaken opera- 
| tion of the law, one class of goods shall 
happen to be admitted to entry at a 
lower rate of duty than another class 
| to which it ought to be attached, opposi- 
tion is at once made to any effort 
to even up the duties except by a 
reduction of the import charges on the 
higher classed goods, and denunciation 
follows the legislator—even though he be 
a free trader—who attempts to cure that 
which is an obvious abuse, This is the 
rule or ruin policy which animates the 
opponents of protection to American in- 
dustry, and it should be remembered by 
| the people. And we do not believe that 
| the people will forget it, nor that they 











| will fail to disapprove of any proposition 
shaped by and which reflects the views of 
| foreign manufacturers.

for giving a silky coating to paper and tex- | 


tiles. He uses hyposulphite of barium, 
BaS*?O*, The mixture is: Hyposulphite of 
barium, 1,000 parts; water, 2,000 parts; 


gelatine or gelose, 10 to 20 parts. The paper 
is coated, and after drying the barium is 
firmly fixed and can be submitted to the 
pressure of an engraved cylinder for making 
relief designs. Colors can be used with the 


mixture. 


Makers of news are putting their ideas 
of advanced figures into practice and one 
nowadays hears of better rates being paid. 
The demand is large, and so consumers will 


have to pay more for what they say they must | 


have.

JAMES LockKwoop. 


James Lockwood, aged seventy-four, the 
vice-president of the Case, Lockwood & Brain- 
ard Company, Hartford, Conn., died on Jan- 
uary 13, of apoplexy. He was the son of a 
Wethersfield sea captain, learned the printer's 
trade of J. Hubbard Welles, and in 1836 en- 
tered the employ of Case, Tiffany & Co., 
which was duly succeeded by Case, Lockwood 
& Co. Since 1853 he has been a member of 
the firm, which in 1874 became a corporation. 


His funeral took place on the 16th inst. from | 


the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church. Two 
hundred employees of the concern, men and 


women, were present in a body, and the Put- 


nam Phalanx, of which the deceased was a 
member, attended as an organization, under 
command of Major Warner. The Rev. Dr. 
Stone conducted the service, assisted by the 
Rev. Dr. Lathrop, of Greenwich; the Rev. 
Dr. S. Dryden Phelps, of New Haven, and 
the Revs. Kittridge Wheeler and J. C. Emery, 
of this city. The address was made by Prof. 
Francis Wayland, of New Haven. The bear- 
ers were William H. Goodrich, of the Hartford 
Courant ; A.E. Burr, of the 7imes ; Leverett 
Brainard, Edgar H. Cowles, Major E. V. 
Preston, D. N. Slate, Major F. M. Brown and 
Surgeon N. W. Holcomb, of the Phalanx. 
Mr. Lockwood was one of the most promin- 
ent members of the Baptist church in Connec- 
ticut. He leaves an estate valued at $150,000. 





James McDermotr. 

James McDermott, who was undoubtedly 
the oldest printer in the world, died at Wash- 
ington, Pa., last week, aged ninety-three. 
He was the son of John McDermott, a Revo- 


lutionary soldier, who died at the age of | 


nearly ninety, the lives of father and son 


having covered a period of more than one | 


hundred and eighty years. James McDer- 
mott was born in Adams County, Pa., and 
served in the war of 1812, and walked from 
Chambersburg to Erie to join his command. 
He was one of the famous sixty-eight Ameri- 
can soldiers who volunteered to cross the lake 
into Canada, of whom forty were killed. He 
was at the battles of Lundy's Lane, Chippewa 
and Fort Erie. At the time McDermott en- 


listed he had worked eleven years at the 
printing trade, having been bound as an ap- 
prentice in the office of the Adams Centine/ 
(as it was then spelled), in 1803. 


He was

working for Gales & Seaton, on the National 
Intelligencer, in Washington, D. C., when he 
enlisted. In 1817 he went to Washington, 
Pa., and worked in the Reforter office until 
1876. He was in that office and set type only 
a few weeks before he died. He had been a 
great smoker and chewer of tobacco and a 
moderate drinker all his life. His wife died 
in 1882, aged eighty-six. The old couple had 
lived together sixty-six years. 





H. L. BEeLpIn. 

H. L. Beldin, the veteran bookbinder, of 
Springfield, Mass., died at his home in that 
city on Sunday morning, January 15, of 
Bright's disease. Mr. Beldin was sixty-seven 
years old, and leaves a widow and one son. 
He was for many years employed by Harper 
Brothers, of New York, but went to Spring- 
field in 1864 and was employed by Samuel 
Bowles & Co., with whom he remained some 
years. He was afterward employed by Clark 
W. Bryan & Co. In 1875 Mr. Beldin went 
into business for himself with a man named 
Westwood. Beldin & Westwood did a large 
business, and were known for their good, 
honest work. Mr. Westwood died a few 
years ago, and Mr. Beldin has since carried 
on the business alone.

that William Allen, brother of Horatio Allen, 
the well-known engineer, at that time con- 
nected with the Novelty Works, lost his life. 
That lamentable occurrence gave widespread 
publicity to the process and the tests then be- 


ing made.

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Machine for Forming Pulp 
Cylinders. 


An illustration is given of a new ma- 
chine for forming hollow cylindrical articles 
from pulp by the employment of centrifugal 
force, which consists, substantially, in the use 
of a pervious cylindrical former running hori- 
zontally and having two or more bearings, 
whereby dangerous oscillations are prevented 
and the cylinder is placed in a position to be 
easily manipulated. 

In this machine the former is set in a hori- 
zontal position with two or more bearings, 
which insure the even running of the cylinder, 
prevent oscillations and effect the uniform dis- 
tribution of the pulp over the whole length of 
the cylinder. By this means the length of the 
cylinder may be extended to any requirement, 
and by safely increasing the rate of speed 
much smaller diameters may be found than 
by the use of the old process or machine and 
of greater thickness. 

Figure 1 is a side elevation of the machine. 
Fig..2 is a cross section through x x of Fig. 
1. R is the body of the machine. C C are 
Stationary bearings supporting the head of 
the lathe. A is a driving pulley, and D is a 
hollow spindle having a pulp induct, D’. B 
is the face plate, permanently connected with 
the spindle D. The induct D’ opens in the 
face of the face plate B. E isa pipe through 
which the supply of pulp is drawn. cisa 
valve in same.

The pu'p will distribute 
itself evenly along the entire length of the 
cylinder, the water being thrown out through 
the perforations by the cylinder F, and the 
pulp deposited against the inner surface of the 
pervious lining L. When the pulp has been 
formed and the water thrown off, the cylinder 
F is removed from the bearings S and the 
heads B and J,and it is then unhinged in the 
usual way andthe pulp cylinder removed from 
the interior. 

As many intermediate bearings as may be 
required may be placed between the two ends 
of the machine, according to the length of the 
cylinder. The necessary number may be de- 
termined by experience. 

Where comparatively short cylinders are 
formed no intermediate bearing will be neces- 
sary.

Graphite Bearings. 





In the use of graphite bushings and 
bearings in the line of shafting and on ma- 
chinery the journals may run very hard at 
first, because the shafting may be running 
on only two or three ribs of brass, and only a 
emall surface of graphite lubrication reached, 
not near enough to do all the work needed, 
and heat may be developed, necessitating at 
first the use of oil, but as the full surface of 
the bearing is reached the heat subsides and 
the oil may be entirely withdrawn except in 
very difficult places. With babbitt metal, 
which is soft, the bearing is quickly reached. 
Graphite bearings can be run up to a high de- 
greeof heat without any harm to the shaft or 
the bushing, and while machinery, if started 
dry, will develop heat in these bearings, still 
the bearings are said to generally work with- 
out the use of oil, but at the start a little oil is 
desirable.
